Uoads ami Protecti'iti. 

The construction ai roads to connect 
tbe apricaltural gettleraenis with the 
market towns, or with at "auinout land- 
ings whence they cm most readily reach 
the market*, would appear to be not 
the lenat importunt work domutiding 
the attention of Gjvcrnmont. It Una 
been well fluid that good roads aio the 
boat proteoti »n to Rive the furmera. 
Thore oan be do doubt that they are the 
most healthy protection. They act not 
only as a clieapener ot lood hut thei sunt' 
ble the farmers to compote sucoo^fully 
with the foreign producer, driving the 
foreign article out of tho market. Doubt- 
let-8 a high CuBtoma tariff acts to a cer- 
tain extent in the same way; but then 
it has drawbacks and weak points. 
Taking as an illuxtra'ion the article of 
flour, it will be found that, tho oon>umer 
has tor throo years been oompulled to 
pay an enormou* tax upon his bread — 
lor $1 50 a barrel on flour is an tuor- 
mous tax— without in any appreciable 
degree roahzuig tho benefiuinl results 
aimed ot. Hid a patent mbmifBion 
to this heavy bread tax resulted in uur 
markets being supplied with home mado 
flour, tho consumer would bo consoled 
by the reflection that rvhut ho bad pat;! 
in the form ol a bread tux would tu a 
great mea*u'e come bat k to him in the en- 
larged prosperity ol the producing o>a sea. 
As it 16, however, ho is denieil this cou- 
eoUti 'n; for it ia a luci that the farmers 
themselves -i beBO reiua'ks chit fly ap- 
ply to thi* soction of the colony— for 
tbe moat pait still consumo foreign 
flour, and, consequently, p»y this heuvy 
tax which wus to have made them our 
bread-growors. Tnua it may be con- 
eluded tbat in so far as Q >ur is concorn- 
ed,protoctiou bus p oVtd, to say tun very 
IVani, an expensivo and doubtful remedy. 
Then lake the articlo of butter. To 
encourage our dairy men the la w. makers 
put a duty vi ten cent- a pouud on but- 
ter. This is surely great enough pro- 
lection in ull cncoience. Let u« see 
how far it ba» answered the end. Thcro 
caa be no doubt whatever that this bigh 
duty has had tbe effect of keeping out 
foreign but er to a very great exieut. 
But yet it has lillie, if at all, helped the 
fainier, at least so far as the present 
year is •onoerntd. Strange as it may 
appear, a single importation of Cana- 
dian butter bar eo diKurbed the market 
for the whole year as to completely 
neutralize tbe jro'ectiori afforded by 
tbe tanfl. True, the greater part ot 
tbe shipment still li in bond, und is 
littlo likely to gel tut ' I bond in b hurry; 
but bo i»r bb its itftiuiiOe upon «ur 
m&ikei is co'ioeri ed that butter ha> 
been ta» more mlBcbiev»»ttH lying in hond 
than it would have been b«d it | asi-ed 
irjto the mmket and been consumed 
muMbe ago. There it lies, 1 ke the 
dog in rue murii. tr.

Editor British Colonist: — Willi refereacs 
to the letter ot Dr. Tolmie iu favor of Spiritual- 
ism, I wish to make a few observations. 
Passing over tho introductory part I will al 
onco proceed lo what is put forward as ar^Ur 
ment. In answer lo the construction put 
upon the 2ud aud 'Jth verses of the 2nd Eza» 
uy Dr. Tuhmu I would mention ihe well- 
known role ! In contlruing any document r;"il 
all and take no siwjle portion without rtfertnee to 
the rut. And if L)r. Tolmie will turn us well 
(o Ezekitl II and 2nd [rho passage citeil] as to 
Ezukiel 1st a id 23ih Ivxekiel 37 and Hlh 'and 
to Ezekiol 39 and 29 he will tind that the Spirit 
mentioned in the first quotation ia the Spirit 
ol 67ot] given lo Ezekiel tor the purpose ot 
prophccytDK, nnd that the hand referred to is 
also tlio hand of God,' soo Ezekiel 1st and 28tb, 
8th aud 3rd, 39th aud 1st. And further he 
w, ll please observe that Ezekiel only speaks 
of what ho saw by visionB. Ezekiel 1st Cbap 
ami lit verso. 

To proceed, I do not know that any one de- 
nies that Aujels of God in humau sbapo 
appeared to Abraham, but Sp'rits were never 
at all sought by good men [other than the 
spiritiproceeding Irom and forming part of Ood 
winch is ot a different nature from spirits spok- 
en of by Spiritualists] they were never sent by 
God torn bad or trivial purpose, and when seni 
were always for good and important purposes, 
Proceeding ; I must remark that Dr. Tol- 
mie is guilty of »petilio ptinaipii when ho mere- 
ly asierts that the Bible isTull of Spiritualism, 
For, what is understood by Spiritualism 
or to use a be.ter term, necromancy, in- 
cluding pyscobmancy, is constantly condemn- 
ed iu tliu scriptures, Ibo chief instance brought 
forward in support ol tho theory of Spiritualim 
being that S ml and the familiar spirit of En- 
dor, toe seeking of whom by Haul was ono of 
the sins for which he Buffered death. 1 Chroo 
X and Kith. 

With relerenco to the fust quotation, from 
Win. llowitt, I would say that it is so very 
abstract and abstruse that it requires care to 
understand what is meant and is simply the 
mere opinion of ono man, nnd as far as this 
argument is concerned has been advanced un- 
supported by reason or proof. 

With reference to the second quotation, Ii 
is asked what is Spiritualism ? and ill e an 
sweris'The renewal of universal faith of all 
past times' 1 But what Is. this faith William 
Huwltt does not say ? Although be proceeds 
to enumerate certain miracles recorded in ihe 
scriptures; hut if he means to assert that 
these were wrought other than only through 
orihy Iho permission of tho Almighty and for 
good ami Important purposes, be aspens what 
bo can't and does not attempt to provo ; nnd 
If ho means that tho miracles were wrought by 
or through God ulono, as I have stated, he 
simply states no new theory but that which 
every Christian believes. 

I tlo not enro to doubt tha sinoorlty of 
William llowilt, but oincerity is somewhat 
different from reality, 

With rulereiicc to tho Doctor of Divinity's 
thoughts, tbey are those of an acute mind, and 
being individual opinion nnsupporled 
by reason aro as, regards va'no to be 
measured by that fact I It Spiritualism hai 
added a vitality to tho faith which he avow- 
ed and preached that faith in him must have 
been very lukewarm, lor tho truo Christian 
has all the vitality in bio roligion which It is 



possible for man to get for it is given by God 
himself. And at tbo same time that Iho Doc- 
tor of Divinity says it has adiled vitality to big 
[tho Christian] religion, ho talks about 
oiotaphyoicul creeds and articles of faith, ad- 
vises its to follow 1 great thinkers who have 
struck out now lines of thought and says that 
tho days of Faith ut second hand aro past and 
gono.' It is not hard to see from tha Doctor 
ofDivini'y's thoughts that Spiritualism and 
Infidelity go band In hand. 

Regarding thu quotations from tho Rov. 
Charles A Allen, I have only to remark that, 
when ho says '.Spiritualism has swept away 
the frightful clouds of fear and doubt that had 
darkened lilc aud shrouded the grave,' he could 
not have been a christian, for it did notsullico 
for him to say, -I Know that my Redeemer 
liveth,' etc, and as Paul said, 'Oh, death, wher^ 
is thy stir g, Oh, grave where is thy victory?' 

With respect to tho remarks of the American 
critic who says 'Tho only office ol Spiritualism 
is to vitalize or reue v truths that saints and 
seers iu all ages of tho world have been in- 
struments of divine bounty in proclaiming,' it 
is ev.dent ho rogarded hii Spiritualism na a 
very different thing from L'sychomitncy or No- 
cromancy. 

Iu conclusion, tho iconoclastic innovators 
mentioned by Dr Tolmio Wrro Peter and Borne 
Apostles; aud it is correct that Gamaliel told 
the people to refrain from hurting tbo Apostles, 
saying that if their teaching was of I J oil it 
would prevail, and if so, then In liabting 
against it thoy would be fighting against God. 
But God says : Thtre shall not be found 
among you any one that useth divination, or an 
observer of times, or an enchanter, or a witch 
or a charmer, or a comulter with familiar tpirttt, 
or a wizard, or a necromancer, for all that ilo
